This indicates clearly the strength of

held in the United States. No list has ever been prepared to 
show the exact number of Germans, Russians, English, or 
any other race in any election, but it is possible to show the 
percentage of those races qualified to vote in the United 
States in the next Presidential election. In the New Eng- 
land States, for instances, there are 34,000 Germans qual- 
ified to vote, as against 69,000 naturalized Englishmen 
In addition to the 34,000 Germans there are 
Austrians, and about 8,000 Hungarians. In the Mid- 
die Atlantic States there are 142,000 naturalized English 
men, aS compared with 371,000 Germans, 272,000 Aus 
trians and 130,000 Hungarians. Out on the Pacific coast 
there are but 43,000 Englishmen, 12,000 Frenchmen and 
16,000 Russians, as compared with 73,000 ¢ rermans, 2,300 
Austrians and 3,000 Hungarians. One of the States where 
the German vote may have the greatest influence at the 
next election is New York, with 215,000 naturalized Ger-

uralized population of 502,083. The same proportion of 
German voting strength in comparison with the total 
voting strength is maintained in Pennsylvania, with its 
95,000 naturalized Germans, 68,000 naturalized Hun- 
garians and 145,000 naturalized Austrians; and in Ohio, 
with 87,000 Germans, 38,000 Austrians and 47,000 Hun 
garians, and in Illinois, with 159,000 Germans, 81,000

that the total naturalized foreign-born population of the 
United States is 3,034,117, it is significant that the num

Only a few yards from us lie decayed 
corpses of French and German soldiers 
Some have begome-skeletons, and hang in 
the barbed wires like flies in a cobweb.

facility with which you get accustomed to it 
all! You really don’t. mind:much, since you 


yourself may at any moment be blown into | 


atoms—life is very cheap in the trenches 
Perhaps the hardest thing is the waking 
up in the morning.- “It takes a long- time 
to wake up, your clothes are so damp, your 
limbs are so stiff and the coldness of the 
ground seems to penetrate to the~ very 
arrow of your bones. Between sleeping 
and waking, you realize the horror of it 
ull. What years back the other life seems! 

And that last evening in New York, what 
fantastic recollection it is, and how often 

it returns: the ballroom on tup of the big 
hotel, the flower-covered tables, the music, 
the tango and the dear, good friends w ishing 
good luc k and good-bye! 

What a beautiful vision too, in all this 

death and dirt, mud and horror, is the mem 

ry of the day that followed, that perfect 

fternoon of Aygust the 8th, when our boat 

steamed out of New York harbor: the crowd, 

ts cheers, its tears, the ‘‘ Marseillaise"’ sung 
women, the tricolor waving! 

On board we were 1,200 French resery- 
sts, going in answer to the call. When 
ght came, in mid-ocean, all lights down, 
iillions of stars above us, we sat in silence 

so happy were we! Yes, the wireless had 
rought us momentous news: the French in 
\lsace, marching on Colmar, Mulhouse 
iken. How incredible, how grand! 

Many of those men, my friends of the 
wat, are now dead, like those poor fellows 
inging over on the barbed wires. Mul- 
house has again fallen and we are facing 
ird, cold facts. War no longer means 
heroic charges, glittering bayonets, flags 
ind music. No! war means patience, 
lence, sacrifice, to wait and to last 
But what is that big light flaring up in the 
sky? The suburbs of Rheims on fire again! 
Every day the doomed city is shelled. In 
the trenches, knee-deep in the mud, the 
men watch the conflagration! What. a 
strange-looking lot they are, wrapped in 
big woolen scarfs and coarse-furs as they 
gaze through that chicken fence of wire 
netting! The chicken fence is a protect- 
ing screen against hand grenades and stones 
that the opposing army tosses to us from 
time to time. Bunches of newspapers, sent 
the same way, are more welcome missiles. 

Ah, there it is, I knew we'd get it in a 
linute—that well-known whizzing sound, 

ending in an awful crash. It tells the sky 
gazers and the rest of us that dawn is al- 
ready breaking.
